Three Doe Carcasses In 


Woods Sunday 


Dr. H. L. Garner of this city docs 


not hesitate to severely denounce 
the, "one buck" lav,-, declaring it to 
be one of the greatest farces ever 
placed upon the statutes of Wis- 
consin. The doctor's sentiment is 
the result of personal observation, 
most of "which was made Sunday 
•while on a hunting trip in company 
•with J. R. Bentley in the northern 
part of Oneida county. 


Dr. Garner stales that -while he 
and Mr. Dentley were .securing the 
woods, in the anticipation of kill- 
ing a buck deer, they came across 
the carcasses of no less than three 
does_ that had been slaughtered by 
undiscerning hunters and left in 
the woods. From one of these' car- 
casses the saddle had been removed 
but the other two were untouched. 
A camp of hunters was visited by 
the doctor and Mr. Bentley and one 
of the party remarked that he and 
his companions had so far killed no 
bucks but had shot several does. 
In most instances the animals had 
been left 
-where they 
fell. This 
hunter said that the •whole party 
intended to remain" in the woods 
until each member was able to take 
home a buck. 


It is Dr. Garner's opinion that 
over one half the deer shot during 
hunting season are does. Msny hun- 
ters when they sight a deer in the 
distance are unable to ascertain its 
sex and shoot in the hope that the 
animal is a buck. When they find 
that they have killed a doe they 
leave the carcass in the woods, fear- 
ing contact with the wardens. There 
are other hunters who knowingly 
kill does just for the sport it affords 
them. They alio rarely make use 
of the meat. Then there are hunters 
who hunt for the sole object of get- 
ting venison and would as readily 
kill does as bucks, taking chances 
on getting their game home unde- 
tected. 
"The one buck law is a huge Joke", 
declares Dr. Garner, "and I 
sin- 
cerely hope to see it repe_aled at the 
next session'of the Icgislaiure. I 
have seen enough cf the manner in 
which the law is being disregard- 
ed to know that it can never be 
nothing more than a farce. 
Most 


of the people who say that the law 
is a good one speak without person- 
al knowledge or for various rea- 
sons care not to express their true 
opinion.

Supt, F. A. Lowell Reports 


Attendance Increase Of 25 


Percent. In {3 Years 


To the Honorable County Board of 
Oneida'Counly: 


Gentlemen: 
t 


It gives me pleasure to comply 
with the state law and report to 
you at this time- regarding 
the 


schools under my supervision. The 
school census of June 30th, 1916. 
shows there were 2310 children of 
school age outside the city of Rhine- 
lander in Oneida county. For your 
information I wish to state that in 
contrast with this niraber there 
were l£Gl June 30th, 1913, an in- 
crease of 4J9 in the past three years, 
practically 23%. Of the number 
shown by the census of 1010, 1,526 
were in the rural, graded or 
high 


schools of the county, part or all of 
the year 1915-1910. This is a large: 
increase in registry over any pre- 
vious year. 


These \vere taught by seventy- 


four teachers. 
Aside from these 


teachers there is a state graded 
school and a tri-county high school 
at Tripoli which take in the chil- 
dren from the town of Lynne, Or.ci- 
th county, and are taught by five 
teachers. 
I also include jn 
my 


inspection these schools so my su- 
pervision 
extends over the work 


of 79 teachers. It is my aim to visit 
all the schools in my district twice 
and, 
if necessary, more limes dur- 


ing the school year and give every 
possible aid to better school comli- 
ditirms and better teaching. 
Al- 


ready, since the opening of school 
in early September, I have visite<l 
all Ihe schools in the county, the 
rural schools a full half day each, 
and it has been my aim to mate 
these 
visits profitable 
to the pa- 
trons, children and teachers. 


Miss Amanda Hice, supervising 


fcarhor, who holds her position un- 
der an art of the slate legislature of 
1013, and is pa'd by the state of \Vis- 
consin. abr> Rives all her lin-.e 
to 


inspection anil assistance. After her 
first visits. Miss Kicc devotes much

While the creation of the office of 
supervising teacher for 
Ihe coun- 


ties nf the slate is work in which 
I took no part, and over which 
have no control, I do feel Ihe step 
was a wise one. 
The supervising 


leacher does r.r.l confine her work 
to 
visiting 
sc'mols, 
but 
meets 


school officers and puts forth 
her 


efforts in getting Ihe people of Ihe 
community togelher, and thus tries 
to use_ the school as a bond of com- 
mon interest and mutual benefit. 


Already the state has refurned to 


Oneida county the entire amount of 
Mijs Rice's salary and all her ex- 
penses for last year. 


O:ir Training school is another 


large factor in bettering school con- 
'clilions in the county. Xor is il con- 
fined to the simple work of instruc- 
tion, but it is used as the nucleous 
of the entire county school system. 
It is open six days in a week that 
teachers and school ofllccrs may go 
there to get information and assisl- 
nncr. The teachers of the county 
well know that they can always 
gc-t assistance at the Oneida County 
Training School. Of course, when 
the new state normal is established 
in Rhine-lander, this institution at 
the exoensc of Ihe state will take 
care of all the work now done at 
Ihe.County Training School. 
A 


permanent county expense of about 
$2JWO annually will be r. moved. 
However, up lo date, we feel 
the 


expense is small as compared with 
the benefits of this training school 
bul this work will be equally well 
done when a normal is established. 


It would not be proper lo close' 


my report without speaking of an- 
other factor which has done much 
to help the teachers become more 
proficient in thrir work. The County 
Agricultural 
Representative 
not 


only has been a great aid to Ihe 
teachers bul his untiring .'efforts 
have placed us on Ihe map as one 
of the leading agricultural counties 
of \\1sconsin. To Mr. W. D. Juday 
and his predecessor E. L. I-uther is 
no small amount of credit due for 
our great success as an agricultur- 
al county. 
. 


I do believe Ihe cost oflhese dif- 


ferenf addilions to our educational 
system has been small as compared 
with the benefits received. Without 
your hearty co-operation not _one 
of these steps could have been tak- 
en. These rapid strides upward 
have been due to the progress and 
liberality 
of the 
county board. 
For this I wish to thank you and 
your predecessors in office. 
The Training school board at its 


meeting last Friday afternoon by a 
unanimous vote recommended that 
the county board place in its levy 
at this time $2,000 to pay the coun- 
ty's share of the training school 
outlay for 1017 and $1,250 to defray 
the county's share of the expenses 
for Ihe Agricultural Representative.

Schofield. \Vhile Ihe practice teach- 
ers are observed and directed, they 
are also led to become independent 
teachers. Children are taught here 
in the first four grades. The pupils 
are learning well, and patrons are 
well pleased -with the advancement 
their children are making. They are 
given more than ordinary inslruc- 
lion in music by Miss Maude Cal- 
vert, Ihe assistant in the Training 
school department. Miss Calvert is 
also exceptionally good 
teacher 


in all her worV. 


The studenls are interested 
in 


their work, and those who are talc- 
ing practice are delighted with it 
They respond willingly to the re- 
quiremenls of Ihe faculty. We have 
never before seen a school so ear- 
nest and so well behaved. There i* 
a spirit of co-operation and

ervation is one of the best hunt- 
ing grounds in northern Wisconsin 
the white man has little to 
gain 


from this fact because his activi- 
ties in those parts are tabooed, as- 
serts the Ashland Press. 
This immense reservation,, com- 
prises 124,333 acres, and Red Cliff 
reservation is about half as large. 
The Indians know- no closed sea- 
son, for they can legally hunt 
on 
their reservation at any time, the 
immense swamps 
embracing 
Ka- 
ksgon sloughs, furnishing a 
safe 


shelter for all kinds of game, from 
blacV bear to fish and ducks. 


Although the Indians hunt all sea- 
sons the records show that but 
one Indian has been shot by an In- 
dian hunter in the last quarter of a 
century. The Indian -who was shot 
had killed a deer which he was 
carrying on his back, and as 
he 


was ascending a small hill, a hunt- 
er in the distance saw the horns of 
the dead buck as they emerged over 
the hill top, and shot and wounded 
the Indian who w-as carrying the , 
burden. During the 
same ' period 


hundred of fatalities have been 
caused by -while hunters. 
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Oneida was one of the few coun- 


ties in Wisconsin -which reported 
no cases .of infantile paralysis this 
year. Other counties -which were 
free from the. disease were Bay- 
field, Columbia, Crawford, Florence 
Green Lake, Iron, Juneau, LaFay-- 
ette, Manruette, Price, and Vilas. 
During July, August and September 
350 cases of the plague were report- 
ed In this slate. 


According to the quarterly report 


of the bureau of vital statistics, this 
disease did not appear in epidemic 
form in any locality, but it Is fear- 
ed thai on account of its wide- 
spread infection an epidemic of ser- 
ious proportions may develop nexi 
year. For this reason the state 
board of health has adrised *I1 mun- 
icipalities to institute a fall clean- 
up campaign and to keep sanitary 
conditions in the district *s ideal as 
possible. 
During the period noted, the health 
officers of the stale reported 512 
cases of diphtheria, 235 cases of ty- 
phoid, fever, 701 cases of whoop- 
ing cough, 73 cases of smallpox,4/6 
cases of scarlet fever. 984 cases of. 
measles, 383 cases of tuberculosis, 
30 cases of meningitis^ 150 cases of 
chickenpox, and 3 cases of ophthal- 
mia neotonua (infantile blindness.)

PROFIT FROM PIGEONS 


Eggs Usually Fertile if Birds Are 


'Properly Fed. 


Fountain* er Pan* Are Best Adapted 


for Drinking Veaacl*—Mixture ef 


Staple Grain* .May Be 


Uted for Feeding. 


Pigeon ergs are usually fertile If th« 


pigeons are healthy and prop«r!y fed, 
especially when they hare freeranra. 
One squab (usually the male) fre- 
quently hatches first.'and where there 
are several cases •where one eqnib. 
outgrow* Its nest nmte, it may be ad- 
visable to sort the squabs in the nests, 
nuking the pair* as uniform as pos- 
sible In etze and age. If the parent 
bird dies the squabs may sometimes 
be removed to a best'where there Is 
only one squab, or they may be fed 
artificially, although this process takes 
considerable time. 


.Roosts of various sizes, usually ar- 


ranged la perpendicular rows, are 
placed at convenient points la the 
pen. 
A good type of roott Is A- 


shaped made of two boards about 5 
Inches wtda and 6 or 7 Inches long, 
placed directly over each other to 
that the pigeons will not soil one an- 
other with* their droppings. If hop- 
per* or feed trough* are n»ed they 
should be of good size, while the hop- 
pers should • be constructed to that 
the pigeon* cannot waste the grain 
.easily by throwing: It onto the floor. 
Fountains or pans with floats In which 
the pigeons cannot bdtbe are best 
adapted for drinking vessels, while a 
galranlzid-lron pan from 3 to 4 larhe* 
de«p and 15 to 25 leches In diameter 
makes a good bath pan.

staple grains may be made .of equal 
parts by weight of cracked corn, hard 
red wheat, kafir corn, and Canada

grains which may be rubrUtnted for 
or added to these ara peanuts, o&ts 
or hulled oats, buckwheat. Egyptiam 
corn, barley, cowpeas, and tnilo m»lr«. 
while a small quantity of stale bread, 
rice. rape, millet, canary, vetch, and 
sunflower se«d may be fed for variety. 
Canada peas are expensive, but seea 
to be essential to the best results, es- 
pecially daring the breeding »*a*oa, 
and apparently take the place of greea 
feed to some extent. Peanut* arc be- 
ing tised to some extent la p!ac« ef. 
Canada peas. Green feed, such a* rot 
dover, alfalfa and grass, lettuce, and 
plantain leaves may be fed to ad-' 
vintage, but is cot absolutely essential.

grades. A prominent factor in lead- 
ing children to leave school is over- 
age. 
When a child becomes two 
to four years older than the others 
in his_grade, he becomes .discour- 
aged and 
unhappy 
and 
usually 
wants to quit. Several estimates are 
given as to the number of pupils 
who are over-age in city grades 
In some cities-the number runs as 
high as CO or 70tt. 
Another bad result of 
repeatinj 


grades, which is really the cause b: 
over-age, is the extra expense o 
"nstruction. Pupils who spend bu 
one year in a grad§ have to be 
laught for eight years before en 
tering High school. One who 
re- 


peats one year receives nine years 
af teaching," and one who repeat 
two years receives ten years, -etc. 
A few years ago, the teachers o 
Rhinelander took a census of th 
pupils in the grades and discoverei 
that of the 810 pupils in the eigh 
grades 276 had repeated at 
leas 
one grade1, 22 had repeated two 
grades, and several had repeated 3 
4 or 5 grades. The 276 repeaters i 
divided into grades of the ordinary 
size .would make six or seven class 
es, which must be taught for on 
year. If teachers had been sccur 
ed for $35 dollars per month, fo 
that is the average wage the leach 
ing alone of these six grades woul 
cost over three thousand dollar 
We are engaged in an investigatio 
now to find how many repeater 
Ihereare in the'grades at presen 
For several years we have been en 
deavoring to cut down the number 
of failures. In 1013, 117 pupils fail- 
ed to be promoted, in the next year, 
51 failed, the next 27. The results of 
the investigation will be published 
soon. 


An important cause of failure in 
grade work is unnecessary absence 
from school. Parents should hesi- 
tate before they allow pupils to stay 
•out of school unless it is absolutely 
necessary. Even one day's absence 
may produce a slump in work that 
may result in discouragement and 
finally failure. While the wrifer is 
unable to say positively, it is his 
firm belief that the larger propor- 
tion of these pupils failing in their 
work show poor attendance rec- 
ords, .An accurate statement of the 
relation of attendance-and promo- 
tion will be made in this column in 
•the near future. 
Another strong 
factor is the lack of personal inter- 
est in the pupil's work on the part 
of the parents. Parents cannot re- 
alize how much a little definite daily

the best thing to do is to ship the 
Jiirds as soon after being killed as 
possible, while, in fad, nolhinj 
can be mere hurtful to their sal*.

rays of the sun falling upon the skulL 
A horse fo affected may die suddenly 
as' though stricken with apoplexy or 
he' may have a gradual paralysis of 
respiration. 
The symptoms which 


usually present themselves are rest- 
Jessness, pawing, spasms and a marked 
redness of the mucous membranes lin- 
ing the cavities of the head. The 
temperature In sunstroke may not rise 
above normal during the whole course 
of the disease. 
.Another condition very similar to 
runstroke Is that known as heat stroke 
or heat exhaustion. This Is brought 
tbout by overexertlon and InsuGcient 
beat elimination. The direct rays of 
the sun are not responsible for thlj 
affection, which very often occurs, to 
an animal on a cloudy, sultry day. 
Some of the more prominent symptoms 
of beat stroke tre weariness, profuse 
sweating, dI3cult breathing, .an ei- 
tremely high temperature, and a rapid 
pulse, which gradually grows weaker 
and cpon the approach of death mus- 
cular tremors will be noted. The treat- 
ment for sunstroke and heatstroke 
are the same. Bemove the animal to 
a cool, quiet, well-ventilated place, 
and permit a stream of cold water to 
Bow over the horse and If possible 
apply Ice packs to the head. If Ice la 
plentiful apply It all over the body.
